He turned himself in to FBI 
agents in the Greenwood office ot 
bis lawyer.

Tipped FBI Watching Home 


Lott said Beckwith, working in 
another county, was tipped by 
neighbors that the FBI was watch­ 
ing his house. Beckw ith contacted 
Lott and. after a conference, they 
arranged for a meeting with the 
FBI in Lott's office. 
Agents took Beckwith to Jack­ 
son on a federal charge ct vio­ 
lating the Civil Rights Act Jack 
^on police charged him with mur " "

The key clue in his seizure, the 
FBI said, was a fingerprint lifted 
by Jackson police from a rifle 
found near Ever.' home atter he 
was shot in the back June 12.

Critics and defenders of “ overkill” are 
engaged in another of those arguments at which 
the layman boggles. “ Overkill” is the term 
used to describe the condition of having more 
than enough military capacity to destroy an 
enemy. 
A private research group made up of six 
professors and a consulting economist— none of 
whom is a military expert — studied the U. S. 
military capacity and decided Uncle Sam has 
enough military power, mainly nuclear, to de­ 
stroy the Soviet Union 1.250 times. The group 
opined that this is ridiculous. The rescarcher.s 
also said that the military budget could safely 
be cut $22 billion. 
The Defense Department retorted that the 
professors and economist missed the point. Be­ 
cause the U. S. will not start a war. it must 
have enough capacity to absorb the first blow 
and .still be able to destroy the attackei, says a 
Defense spokesman 
The study group then rebutted that even 
allowing for absorption of the first strike, there 
would still be an overkill factor of 231. It also 
claimed the Soviet's overkill factor toward the 
U. S. IS 145. If the Soviets struck the first blow,

the layman boggles. “Overkill” is the term 
used to describe the condition of having more 
than enough military capacity to destroy ail 
enemy. 
A private research group made up of six 
professors and a consulting economist— none of 
whom is a military expert — studied the U. S. 
military capacity and decided Uncle Sam has 
enough military power, mainly nuclear, to de­ 
stroy the Soviet Union 1,250 times. The group 
opined that this is ridiculous. The researchers 
also said that the military budget could safely 
be cut $22 billion. 
The Defense Department retorted that the 
professors and economist missed the point. Be­ 
cause the U. S. will not start a war, it must 
have enough capacity lo absorb the first blow 
and still be able to destroy the attackei, says a 
Defense spokesman. 
The study group then rebutted that even 
allowing for absorption of the first strike, there 
would still be an overkill factor of 231. It also 
claimed the Soviet's overkill factor toward the 
U. S. is 145. If the Soviets struck the first blow, 
couldn't that factor be decisive?

With a restless intellectual class at his back. K h ru s h ­

Allen Dulles, the fo rm er head of the C entral In­

they can only avail them selves of new sprint 
by asking perm ission ol the S tate: 
and in Moscow 
and other Soviet cities the dissident cannot hire a hall 
a s he can in capitalist countries. E ven soap boxes a re 
unobtainable in Russia, and it is not becau se soap 
itself is scarce. 


In spite of the mechanical difficulties, of m ak ­ 
ing them selves heard, however, the poets and novel­ 
ists of .Mother Russia have found a way of express­

T he reason for K hrushchev s hesitancy, say s Dulles, 
is that Soviet society has com e m o re and m ore to d e ­ 
pend on m o d ern technology, which d em an d s a clim ate 
of free thinking in order to keep p a ce with the ad v an ced 
w estern nations.

Given a bit of time. K hrushchev can undoubtedly 
force some m e a s u re of unity on his recalcitrant a r ­ 
tists. Leonid Ilyichev, the ideological boss of the C om ­ 
m unist P a rty , has already tried to herd the a rtists 
into line before Mao T se-tung’s disciplined lieutenants 
put in their a p p ea ran c e for w hat m a y be the big 
C om m unist powwow ol the m id-century. The c o m m is ­ 
s a r of the intellectuals asked for a single Statew ide 
organization of creativ e w orkers to replace individual 
unions. In a placating gesture. Ilyichev announced that 
he contem plated no com plete crackdow n on w riters. 
But he advised w riters that they had better not re m a in 
silent at a tim e when the P a rty d e m a n d s a “ struggle 
against ideological w av erin g ."

H iram Ulysses Grant, better 
Ulysses Simpson. Grant, had said. The necessity of it, at 
almost any cost, was obvious.
